“ If it was a free country, I 
wouldn’t have been here.” 
So said David Harris upon his 
release from a federal prison after 
serving 20 months for refusing to 
obey the draft. 
Harris, whom nobody would ever 
have heard of had he not been the 
husband of folk singer Joan Baez, 
has certainly earned the right to his 
beliefs. 
Nobody should 
be 
so 
blindly 
patriotic as to be unwilling to 
acknowledge that it takes a great 
deal of guts to say “ No” to Uncle 
Sam 
and 
to 
accept 
the 
con­ 
sequences, which is something that 
cannot be said about thousands of 
other young men who have fled to 
Canada or Sweden to escape the 
draft. 
Having 
the 
courage 
of one’s 
convictions, however, has never 
been an automatic guarantee that 
those convictions are correct. 
Harris’ sentiments were echoed 
the 
other 
day 
by 
another 
representative of youth in testimony 
before the House Armed Services 
Committee, which is considering an 
extension of the draft law that is due 
to expire in June. 
“ The draft must be ended now,” 
said 18-year-old Stanford University 
freshman Pete 
Knutson 
in 
a 
passionate plea. “ It has no place in 
an open society. Any country which 
must force people to fight for it 
cannot be a country worth defen­ 
ding. Any country which is worth 
defending will be defended by its 
citizens. Free people will defend free 
institutions.” 
This statement could have been 
made 
by 
George 
Washington 
himself. In fact, it is as American as 
a flintlock musket — and about as 
useful or appropriate in today’s 
world as a muzzle-loader would be in 
a modern arsenal. 
In an age when missiles launched 
by pressing a button can wreak 
mass destruction 6,000 miles away, 
when everything that takes place in 
every country in the world must be 


evaluated in terms of its potential 
effect on our security, the defense of 
America involves a little more than 
fighting off enemy soldiers landing 
on our shores or Indians attacking a 
frontier outpost. 
If only it were not so. If only we 
could disband our military forces 
and send the boys home to hang their 
guns on the wall, ready to grab them 
again 
when 
Paul 
Revere 
or 
somebody spreads the alarm that 
the enemy is approaching. 


Unfortunately, the days are gone 
when we could wait for clear and 
present danger to our national life 
and could depend upon a free 
citizenry to spring up voluntary to 
defend free institutions. 
It is a regrettable thing that the 
world has grown so complex that 
what is and what is not in the true 
interests of the nation’s defense is 
not always obvious, that we must 
involve ourselves, 
not always 
wisely, 
in 
every 
foreign 
en­ 
tanglement, that we must “ force” 
young men to defend their country 
when it is not under actual attack 
and sometimes send them to far-off 
places to die in dubious wars that 
are never declared and never seem 
to end and never seem to solve 
anything. 
But it is even more regrettable 
that the agonizing moral issues 
surrounding the Vietnam war have 
so overwhelmed the thinking of 
many young Americans that they ig­ 
nore the realities of the past 25 
years, in the context of which this 
war must be understood, and accuse 
their country of having betrayed the 
ideals of human freedom it was 
founded on. 


Whether at this point in history the 
nation still needs conscription or 
whether it can get along with a 
volunteer army is a question of 
legitimate — and 
necessary — 
public debate. 
But it has nothing to do with 
whether or not America is a free 
country. 
Perpetual energy 


A 21st-century historian writing 
about our own time might well ob­ 
serve that “ never did so many have 
so little faith in the future.” 
This is not the first age given to 
predictions of disaster. All of 
Christendom believed that the world 
was going to end in the year 1000. 
Our modern fears, however, are 
based 
not 
on 
superstition 
or 
numerology but on science — rather, 
some of the undesirable fruits of 
science and technology, such as 
pollution, overpopulation and the 
possibility of nuclear Armageddon. 
But this same historian may also 
observe that our failure of faith 
curiously came at a time when 
mankind stood on the verge of a true 
Golden Age, and that the most 
important event of the 20th century, 
if not of all centuries, was not World 
Wars I or II or the threat of III but 
something presaged by a recent 
announcement out of the New 
Mexico desert. 
Scientists at the Los Alamos 
Scientific Laboratory report that 
they have taken a major step toward 
developing a controlled fusion or 


thermonuclear reaction, the same 
kind of reaction that provides the 
energy of the sun and, uncontrolled, 
of the hydrogen bomb. 
With a research device called 
Scyllac, they were able to produce a 
hot stream of ionized deuterium gas, 
or plasma. Deuterium, a form of 
hydrogen, is readily extracted from 
sea water. 


According to project director Dr. 
Fred Ribe, there is enough potential 
energy in the world’s oceans to 
supply power at 100 times current 
world consumption for 10 billion 
years. Not only that, but a fusion 
reactor would be virtually pollution- 
free and would produce no long-lived 
radioactive wastes. 


It may be years before a fusion 
reactor is perfected and many more 
before its energy can be harnessed 
on a large scale. 
But an age of unlimited power, 
and every fantastic thing that can 
mean to the world’s billions, lies in 
the future — if we can keep the 
present world together long enough 
for it to happen. 
Compact trash but. . . 


Those new gadgets that compact 
household trash are pretty neat. 
One make, which comes in either 
free-standing or built-in models and 
is available in white, avocado, 
harvest gold and coppertone, can 
co mpress enough trash to fill four 
garbage cans (a week’s worth for 
the average family) into a 1.5-foot 
cube weighing about 25 pounds. 
Cans, jars, bottles, newspapers, 
ca rto ns — everything except food 
wa stes — are compacted by a ram 
mechanism and delivered up in a 
sa nitized plastic bag ready to be 
ca rried o ut to the sidewalk. 
This is a g rea t co nv enience to the 
ho useho lder, a nd presuma bly to the 
tra sh co llecto r. 
Unfo rtuna tely , the cha lleng e 
fa cing ma ny co mmunities to da y is 
no t ho w to co llect tra sh but wha t to 
do with it a fter it is co llected. 
We are not only running out of 


convenient sites for landfills and 
not 
only 
taxing 
incineration 
facilities, but we are beginning to 
realize that the millions of tons of 
stuff we are burying in the ground or 
burning in an incinerator, in some 
cases, dumping in the ocean, is not 
trash but a valuable resource we 
must sooner or later learn how to 
exploit. 


Rather than compact household 
waste into an undifferentiated mass, 
we will have to separate it into its 
components of paper, metal, glass, 
plastic and organic waste, each 
component to be reclaimed or re­ 
processed. 


In the meantime, the home trash 
compactor is indeed a handy gadget 
— on 
the same order as the 
automatic stoker for coal-burning 
home furnaces, and promises to 
have about as long a heyday.

Dayan-Meir split 
plagues Israel

President Nixon has unstated 
hopes 
in 
the 
vital 
Egypt-Israel 
negotiations. One basis for these is 
the fact that Israel needs friends. 
And Mr. Nixon feels privately that 
the Soviet Union, in turn, determin­ 
ed to employ the strategic Indian 
Ocean area, still has a No. 1 objec­ 
tive: a situation suitable to Egypt 
for reopeining the Suez Canal. 


Actually, the President’s first 
gleam of hope came on the first day 
he took office. That very morning he 
discovered that, unknown to him at 
the time, Soviet Foreign Minister 
Andrei Gromyko has visited Egyp­ 
tian President Gamal Abdel Nasser 
in Cairo on Dec. 21-23, 1968. Then the 
Krem lin 
form alized 
a 
secret 
proposal 
for the new American 
President, delivered it when Mr. 
Nixon took office, and even went so 
far as to attach maps. 
INCOM ING P RE S ID E N T Nixon 
was incredulous at first. Then 
he 
called in Secretary of State William 
P. Rogers and former Pennsylvania 
Gov. W illiam W. Scranton, his Mid­ 
east observer. By nightfall they 
were most impressed of all that the 
Soviet for the first time omitted its 
insistence, the Arab world’s pres­ 
sures notwithstanding, that Israel 
deal with the Arabs through the 
United Nations. 


Today the President is highly 
conscious of the bitter rivalry and 
infighting within the Israeli Cabinet. 
Dynamic, tough and ingratiating 
Gen. 
Moshe Dayan, 
the 
Israeli 
Defense Minister, was recently Mr. 
Nixon’s White House visitor. The 
Isra eli w ar hero inadvertently 
demonstrated the depth of feelings 
between himself and his faction and 
supporters of Prem ier Golda Meir, 
who has ruled a Tel Aviv coalition 
governm ent since M arch, 1969, 
thanks to her Labor Party. 
A 
FO O T B A L L 
team ’s 
per­ 
formance usually dictates the plays 
the other team uses against it, and it 
was clear to Mr. Nixon that that is 
what’s happening now in Israel. 
Most nations have factions 
and 
schisms, and when one faction is 
menaced the other factions see the 
chance for their advantage in this. 
That combines with some leaders’ 
inveterate temptation to exploit a 
national crisis (as Nasser did so 
often) to become a great historical 
figure. Moreover, the rival Dayan- 
Meir factions’ weapons of gossip, 
slander and ambition make both 
leaders vulverable to public damage 


— which is all water on the Soviet 
wheel. 
EQ U A LLY C LEA R IS the effect 
of this on able Foreign Minister 
Abba Eban, Israel’s spokesman at 
the White House and in the U.N. 
Spokesman Eban is caught in the 
middle like an ocean liner caught in 
a lethal outbreak of naval warfare. 
Mr. Eban plainly does not know 
from day to day when the rug will be 
pulled out from under him by some 
flash from Tel Aviv. Accordingly, 
both the President and Secretary 
Rogers find Eban falling back on the 
diplomatic truism that you are not 
obligated to explain anything you 
have not said. The result is very thin 
and cloudy , soup from spokesman 
Eban in the White House negoti­ 
ations at the very time when this is a 
dangerous extravagance. 
MR. NIXON AND Mr. Rogers 
find the Israeli position frozen on 
Premier M eir’s March 11 announced 
refusal to withdraw from strategic 
Sharm el Sheik above the Straits of 
Tiran, “ Israel’s only link with East 
Africa and Asia,” and the castiga­ 
tion of U.S. interm ediary Dr. 
Gunnar V. Jarring for proposing 
similar withdrawals. 
For example, Mr. Nixon and Mr. 
Rogers feel hopeless about Israel’s 
surrender of Syria’s Golan Heights, 
seized in the 1967 victory. This is now 
an Israeli defense line instead of a 
Syrian attack line. 
But, diplomatically, 
Israel is 
dangerously on the defensive. She 
wins no friends by appearing to 
refuse to take back the million 
evicted Arab refugees, dating from 
1948, 
and not share the Jordan 
River waters. 
Further, 
many 
Catholics and other religious ele­ 
ments throughout the world are ali­ 
enated by Israel’s adamant refusal 
to negotiate regarding Israeli-held 
Jerusalem. 
AS ONE RESU LT, Mr. Nixon and 
Mr. Rogers believe Israel will ulti­ 
mately negotiate about the Gaza 
Strip, much of the territory (outside 
Jerusalem) taken from Jordan, and 
even parts of the Sinai Peninsula, 
which Israel is insisting are not 
negotiable. 
In world affairs nations often 
have the choice between dishonor 
and war. The diplomats’ business is 
precisely to avoid the one as well as 
the other. A schism is often incap­ 
able of doing either. That schism is a 
dangerous extravagance now in Tel 
Aviv.

What ARVN 
is doing

For days now, the headlines and 
the news leads have harped on one 
theme in their coverage of the South 
Vietnamese operation in Laos: re­ 
treat. The only substantiation for 
that theme are reports from a few 
pilots flying missions over the Ho 
Chi Minh trail, whose observations 
are so good that from time to time 
they hit our own troops with their 
bombs. 
The picture the average reader 
derives is that the Vietnamization 
process has been a dud and that 
ARVN is being clobbered and routed 
by the superior North Vietnamese 
Communist troops. But is this true? 
It will not be corroborated by a 
single responsible source in Wash­ 
ington. A thorough reading of the 
complete news dispatches, more­ 
over, does not support the flam­ 
boyant headlines and story leads. 
WHAT, THEN, A RE the facts? 
The first of these is that the ARVN 
troops are doing as well as their 
American advisers expected. This 
was their first foray into territory 
where the Communist were mas­ 
sively dugin and heavily supplied. 
The South Vietnamese, in addi­ 
tion, were sent into Laos in numbers 
that were a fraction of what the Joint 
Chiefs had planned for a possible 
Am erican incursion, and they 
lacked the firepower that American 
troops normally pack. In short, they 
were sent in to do a man-size job 
without man-size forces or man-size 
weapons. 
These considerations aside, the 
South Vietnamese venture into Laos 
was not to move in, take ground, and 
dig in against all attack. The mission 
was to cut the Ho Chi Minh trails, 
capture or destroy vitally important 
caches of food and weapons, but the 
pipeline that pours oil into South 
Vietnam for Communist logistical 
operations, and disrupt the Commu­ 
nist timetable so as to allow for con­ 
tinued American troop withdrawals. 


This they have done with a ven­ 
geance. 
;; 
IT SHOULD B E further noted 
that their orders were not to meet 
the enemy head-on in conventional 
combat wherever this could be 
avoided. 
Outnumbered 
and 
out- 
supplied, they were to fight a war of 
movement. 
They 
were to 
hold 
ground only if the cost were not too 
great. In the early stages of the 
Laotian operation, ARVN troops 
took important fixed positions 
dominating the Ho Chi Minh trails. 
They did this ably, even though the 
carpers were already writing them 
off as inept and undisciplined troops. 
But as the enemy, desperate to 
regain ground and reopen the trails, 
moved in masses of men, rockets, 
artillery, and even tanks, the South 
Vietnamese did what any intel­ 
ligently led army would have done. 
They moved out of fire bases under 
murderous and concerted attack, in­ 
flicting substantial losses on the 
enemy. The cost of the counter­ 
offensive to the North Vietnamese 
will be relfected for a long time in 
the already-slackened pace of their 
operations in South Vietnam — to 
the advantage of the Vietnamization 
schedule. 
THOSE WHO CRY out that the 
ARVN forces in Laos are in “ re- 
treaf'sfail to point out that they are 
following effectively the strategy 
and tactics employed by the North 
Vietnamese when they were in force 
in South Vietnam. The Communists 
would strike heavily and melt away, 
avoiding any confrontation with 
American and ARVN forces, in 
withdrawing, they were “ retreat­ 
ing” —as that word is being applied 
to the South Vietnamese. But the 
correspondents who lauded this type 
of warfare in those days refuse to 
cite this similarity or its military 
soundness. The South Vietnamese 
will remember this with bitterness.

Activities of 
poverty lawyers 


(ED IT O R ’ S

Throughout our history, legal 
services paid for out of public funds, 
or contributed voluntarily by at­ 
torneys have been available in 
criminal cases to accused persons 
without means to hire a lawyer. 
Some communities have a public 
defender system to provide legal 
counsel for the poor and the private­ 
ly financed Legal Aid Society 
provides legal services to the poor in 
non-criminal cases. 
Such legal aid services are good 
and conforming with the letter of our 
laws and the spirit of our legal sys­ 
tem. 
But something new was added in 
1965 when the Legal Services 
Program (LSP ) was set up under 
the Office of Economic Opportunity. 
The first congessional allocation 
of funds to L SP was $22 million in 
1967. President Nixon budgeted 
more than $63 million for the pro­ 
gram in 1971. 
At present LSP has 1,800 full-time 
attorneys operating in 850 offices in 
265 communities throughout the 
United States. 
LSP is supposed to give legal aid 
only to the poor in non-criminal 
cases, but it has given counsel to 
people with ample means to hire 
their own lawyers, and it has 
represented 
many 
clients 
in 
criminal cases. 
Lawyers for LSP are not people 
eager to help the poor. 
An LSP unit in Arizona spends 
more than $1 million a year provid­ 
ing legal aid for 120,500 Navajo 
Indians but most of the money goes 
to 84 employes who get an average of 
$12,000 annual salaries. 
L SP lawyers have been involved 


in all major revolutionary violence 
that has occurred in the U.S. since 
the War on Poverty began. 
In Ju ly 1967, a three-day black 
riot in Newark left 24 people killed, 
more than 650 injured, more than 
1,000 arrested and more than $30 
million property damage. 
The riot was organized and in­ 
cited by a black attorney who wa& 
then director of the Newark LSP 
project. 
On Dec. 6, 1967, Philadelphia 
police quelled a howling mob of 
some 3,500 blacks at the Board of 
Education building. 
The Philadelphia LSP services 
not only gave free legal representa­ 
tion to those arrested, but some LSP 
attorneys joined Junstler and Kinoy 
in filing a suit demanding a federal 
court take-over of the Philadelphia 
Police Department. 
LSP lawyers trained Chicago stu­ 
dents to assert their constitutional 
rights by striking against their high 
school. 
• In Indianapolis LSP lawyers dis­ 
tributed thousands of cards to the 
poor instructing them in the art of 
non-cooperation with police. 
In California LSP lawyers have 
aided the organizational activities of 
the United Farm Workers, headed 
by Cesar Chavez. 
In New Orleans LSP lawyers 
tried to force Louisiana State 
University to permit circulation on 
campus of an underground newspa­ 
per, a recent copy of which con­ 
tained a nude cartoon of President 
Nixon. 
In late 1970, it became known that 
LSP lawyers in Los Angeles have 
been representing state employes 
whose salaries ranged up to $15,000 
per year. 
Congress should abolish the LSP.

NEW YORK—(NEA )—- Being rated the 
best woman bowler in America m ay be 
pleasing to the ego, bu t so far it has done little 
to fill ev en the most petite of pocketbooks. 
Dotty Fothergill has been the best 
woman bowler in the cou ntry the last three 
y ears, y et she has m ade less money for all her 
v ictories than Don Johnson did last spring 
when 
he 
won 
a 
single 
tou rnam ent- the 
Tou rnament of Champions- and $25,000. 
So Dotty . 25, 5-foot-2, 105 pou nds and lef­ 
thanded. filed an application to join the 
P rofe s siona l B ow lers A ssociation T ou r, 
which has been known to rew ard 20th-place 
finishers with checks for $1.000. the sam e 
amou nt she was winning for finishing first in 
one of the infrequ ent w om en’s tou rnam ents. 
The PBA rejected her application on the 
grou nds she did not meet their qu alifications 
(she hadn't bowled in a sanctioned leagu e in 
three y ears, for one thing* bu t carefu lly 
av oided anv mention of her sex . 
Dotty , 


meanwhile, has been say ing that the PBA’s 
reasoning is a lot of chau v inistic fine print, 
and the real reason was precisely becau se of 
her sex 
The PBA, she believ es, doesn’t want a 
wom an on its tou r, ev en if she is the best 
woman bowler in the cou ntry and better than 
some of the men. So Dotty hired a lawy er, and 
he filed a $2.5 million lawsu it in C’ompnon 
Pleas Cou rt in Akron 
contending that the 
PBA is depriv ing her of making a su fficient 
liv ing as a pro bowler becau se she is a 
woman 
The PBA is preparing its legal answer and 
some tim e before the $7 7 ,7 7 7 Showboat In­ 
v itational Tou rnam ent in Las Vegas the cou rt 
will decide w hether or not another fram e will 
be added to the gam e 
“ The thing that has distu rbed m e most in 
all of this is the thinking of the tou ring pros,” 
said Dotty , a nativ e of North Attleboro, Mass. 
I’v e taiked to a lot of them abou t the situ a­ 
tion and. in som e cases, I might as well be 


talking to a brick wall Others listen to me and 
nod their heads and try to be by mpathetic. 
Bu t I know what they ’re thinking 
They ’re 
thinking I’m crazy 
“ A lot of pros hav e told me, ‘Now listen 
Dotty , if it were only y ou it wou ldn’t be bad at 
all Bu t if y ou get in. how many other women 
are going to try to do the sam e thing'' It wou ld 
be some m ess if we had a cou ple dozen girls 
on the tou r with u s, What wou ld we tell ou r 
w iv es?’

Insurance protection 
is sought by Ogilvie 
fund 


S P R IN G F IE L D , 111. (A P ) - 
Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie asked 
the General Assembly today to 
enact legislation to create a 
fund to pay insurance claims of 
policyholders whose insurance 
companies are insolvent. 
The proposal was part of a 
special message to ¿he legisla­ 
ture which proposed a broad 
program of regulation for the 
$4.5 billion Illinois insurance in­ 
dustry. 
Ogilvie also proposed to raise 
the amount of financial 
re­ 
serves 
insurers 
must 
keep 
ready, regulate out-of-state and 
mail order companies, increase 
the amount of brokers’ bonds 
and 
force 
firms 
to 
report 
agents who “ involuntarily” re­ 


sign due to reasons of integrity 
or ability. 
He asked for measures to ex­ 
pand the viability of automo­ 
bile coverage, make it easier to 
get property insurance in po­ 
verty areas and modify the sys­ 
tem under which auto injury 
victims get reparations. 
Ogilvie prefaced his message 
by noting that “ insurance is 
one of the great industries of 
Illinois,” with more than 1,350 
companies doing business in 
the state. 
But, he said, “ most of us are 
only too aware of the problems 
which Illinois residents may en­ 
counter in the area of automo­ 
bile insurance.”

the relative unavailability of 
certain insurance coverages at 
reasonable costs, seemingly a r­ 
bitrary cancellations, unsatis­ 
factory claims settlements, un­ 
reasonable court backlogs and 
insolvencies of insurance com­ 
panies,” he said.

He said Illinois has a “ dismal 
record” of insurance companies 
going out of business, with 29 
firms placed in liquidation in 
the last 10 years.

Dear Dr. Lamb—I have a boy, 
141 ■> years old. He is very husky 
and 
appears 
healthy. 
About 
three years ago he ran a tem­ 
perature at night, beginning at 
about 5:30p.m. to 6p.m. and we 
put him in the hospital for tests 
of all kinds. They came up with 
streptococcvl troat and gave 
him shots and antibiotics. Now 
he runs a temperature of 99 to 
99.6o r'99.8. Despite treatments, 
he continues to have the tem­ 
perature. What I want to know 
is, is it dangerous and what 
could cause my son to be sick 
with this temperature0 
Dear Reader—There is a good 
possibility that there isn't any­ 
thing wrong with your son. The 
figure of 98.6 F. for body tem­ 
perature is strictly an average 
one. 
Body temperature in a person 


varies throughout the day and 
the difference may be 2.0 or 
even 3.0 degrees. The lowest 
temperature is in the late after­ 
noon or early evening just as 
you have noted in your son. 


If there is no other indication 
of illness in your “ husky boy,” it 
seems to me the best idea would 
be to throw the thermometer 
away and let him lead a normal 
life. 


Dear Dr. Lamb—I have just 
taken 
your 
do-it-yourself 
physical and failed miserably. I 
am a 24-year-old female and 
have two children. I am about 25 
pounds overweight and smoke 
almost constantly . Without an 
examination, can you tell me if 
my chances of developing ar­ 
teriosclerosis or heart disease 
will reverse if I mend my ways? 
Dear Reader—No. it’s not too 


late; in fact, much older people 
with known heart disease, even 
previous 
heart 
attacks, 
can 
often 
benefit 
by 
making 
a 
marked change in their living 
habits. You have one thing in 
your favor and that is being 
female. Women are less apt to 
have heart attacks until later in 
life. 


The incidence in women, how­ 
ever. is significantly increased 
in those who smoke. A lot of the 
things that cause a woman to 
age prematurely are related to 
her living habits. This includes 
lack 
of 
physical 
exercise, 
developing obesity and the 
excessive use of tobacco. 
This is one place where the 
old 
proverb, 
an 
ounce

prevention is worth a pound of 
cure, is really true.
